This might be a perfectly sound conclusion if the sole func­ 
ió n of the college were to train people so that they could 
lake more money . 
If a college degree were valuable only 
-s a passport into the professions, the gentleman's pessiman’a 
¡might be justified. 
Rut— despite the fact that a great many people look at it 
hat way — the getting of an education is not directly coll­ 
ected with the business of earning a living.
